EDITORIAL THOUGHTS — 


Do The Voters’ Actions Count? 


Last March, voters attending town meeting appropriated 


funds to pay a recreation director. The need was described 
at that time, and the voters accepted various expressions 
by town officials and others as being valid. 

Since then, and even before that time, there have been 
various suggestions for recreational activities — and most 
of these have been referred to a ‘‘pending’”’ file until the 
appointment of such a person. The Recreation Council, 
whose members are citizens with an interest in this field, 
sponsored adult courses this past winter and spring — 
and it has been thought by many that a recreation director 
would include this type of activity in his over-all plan, 
thus relieving private citizens of work that might logically 
be the responsibility of the municipality. 

In short, there’s plenty for a recreation director to do. 

But we have no director. 

Any sort of planning for the fall and winter obviously 
should be underway now, so that a smooth, workable 
program will be available when fall comes. 

If the town manager and Selectmen are not going to 
appoint a director immediately, perhaps the Recreation 
Committee should pick up the loose ends and prepare its 
own plan. The voters indicated they want planned recrea- 
tion; if we can’t get it from the yet-to-be-appdinted direc- 
tor, maybe the Committee can fill in until the town 
officials get around to the appointment. If this involves 
appointing one of their number as acting director, then 
let this be done, too. 

One way or another, let’s get this show on the road, 
not bury it in a fog of official inactivity.
